Maryland Gane Line Largest Number of: 
Professional Fishermen—Alaska's 
Catch Most ar Veuein, 


"One ont af Grey 400 persons in the 
United States is éngaged in the task 
of catehing enough. fish. to 
appetite of the: remaining 399, In oth-- 
er..words, there. are nearly. a quarter 
of: a million men who catch fish. not 
b@chuse they like the fun of it. but} 
because they are paid for it... They 
eatch approximately 
pounds of fish a year, and this is 
worth, all told, upward of '$50,000,000 
or say, two-thirds of the total capital 
invested “in the. Industry. A consid- 
erable part of the capital, over ‘$20,- 
000,000, is tied up in ypeselg, of which 
a recent enumeration showed 86,116. . 

Maryland has by. far the’ ‘largest 
number of professional: fishermen. Its 
figures are 42,812, as against the 29,- 
879 of Virginia. .Maine,-with. 16,946, 
and Massachusetts, with 14,363, follow 
and then comes Alaska; with 18,106. 
Other states with more. than 10,000 
aré North Carolina, 12,046;--New. Jer- 
sey. 12,030, and New York, 11,560.
